Dirt pile, hole have 
no dangerous vapors

A letter to Sierra Madre Fire Inspector Bill 
Kramer from a geologist substantiates that statement. 

Kramer told the News. “Eight soil samples were 
collected and analyzed for total petroleum hydro¬ 
carbons using EPA (Environmental Protection 
Agency) method 8015. Seven of those samples showed 
total petroleum hydrocarbons (TPH) concentrations 
of less than 100 parts per million. The eighth showed 
300 parts per million and that was considered unrepre¬ 
sentative of the excavated soils. Backfilling will be 
performed by using excavated soils between layers 
of imported soils. It forms like a sandwich with 
sterile soil on the bottom eight feet of 15 feet. 
There is no public health risk here at all—nothing in 
the future water level.” 

The geologist. Tim Potter of Groundwater 
Technology, Inc. of Torrance, said it was highly 
doubtful that any of the soil was contaminated. 

After the hole had stood open for several days 
the Fire Dept, requested that a fence be constructed 
as protection from anyone falling into the hole. 
Since then the hole has been circled by a chain link 
fence. 

Kramer said that from a public health point 
of view, he wants to make sure that everything “is 
fine until it (the hole) is filled.” 


The dirt pile and gaping hole left by Chevron Oil 
Company when the company dug out the gasoline 
storage tanks May 1 at the former Young’s Chevron 
Station (now Young’s Garage) was in the process 
of being covered in Tuesday after the News inquired 
about its future. 

Several citizens contacted the Sierra Madre News 
at the end of last week, asking if the vapors from the 
wide open dirt pile were dangerous. According to a 
spokesperson at the South Coast Air (Quality Manage¬ 
ment District, there are “no hydrocarbons in the

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Chief Betts 
explains law 
for pedestrians 

with so many near misses in the 
pedestrian crosswalks these days, The 
News asked Sierra Madre Police Chief 
Bill Betts about the change in law. 

Under the current California law, 
he answered, a pedestrian in a cross¬ 
walk that is marked or unmarked has the 
right of way and vehicular traffic is not 
allowed to interfere with the safe progress 
of the pedestrian. 

Under the old law, it was presumed 
that the pedestrian in the crosswalk had 
the total right of way and all vehicles 
must stop. 

“The new law only refers to inter¬ 
ference which is often a judgmental mat¬ 
ter which requires warnings to pedes¬ 
trians that their mere presence in the 
crosswalk does not ensure that vehicular 
traffic will stop. Pedestrians in crossing 
traffic should be alert and move in a posi¬ 
tive manner, making eye contact with the 
approaching driver and then proceed in a 
manner that the driver understands what 
the pedestrian plans to do. That is, 
whether the pedestrian is going to wait 
for traffic or proceed across the street,’’ 
the chief said. 

The best approach for pedestrians, 
he advises, is a steady movement for¬ 
ward in the direction the pedestrian plans 
to proceed. A halting effect creates con¬ 
fusion to the driver. 

“Errors in judgment are always re¬ 
solved in favor of the pedestrian and 
drivers must use absolute caution,” Betts 
said. 

He continued, “Pedestrian traffic is 
always a problem in a congested area. 
With our angle parking one can’t always 
see a pedestrian unless he or she steps 
into the crosswalk.” 

DMV records 
help aliens 

Proof of previous residence for illegal 
aliens applying for temporary California 
residency under the Immigration Reform 
and Control Act of 1986, may be available 
through driver license or identification 
card records of the Department of Motor 
Vehicles. 

One provision of the 1986 law allows 
an illegal alien to apply for temporary 
residency if that person can prove contin¬ 
uous residency in the United States from 
Jan. 1,1982; and physical presence since 
Nov. 6, 1986. And, according to the DMV, 
information contained in its files may help 
an alien prove continuous residence.

Maybe it’s the latest wrinkle in ways to 
separate you from your life savings; there’s 
now a machine in (where else?) Las Vegas 
casinos that automatically reads the number 
off your credit cards. You can then charge 
bets to the card. 

This seems like a very fine way to lose your 
home, if your credit card is for one of those 
new loans on the home place that appeared 
when Congress said such loans are still deduc¬ 
tible but most other loan deductions are 
gone for this tax year and later. Some of 
the ads and flyers on these loans sound like 
those golden, gone rates of 25 years ago: 

Just 5.9%!” some ads shout. Other rates 
just as unlikely are offered. THEN you read 
the fine print: it’s a special deal, say for 90 
days, then the rate floats to wherever the 
loaner pegs it, say 10 - 11% or more. Plus 
fees, points, whatever. 

Doesn’t make any difference if its straight 
first or second mortgage, a refinance, or one 
of those “home resource” arrangements where¬ 
by you get a line of credit to draw against, just 
like a company, you are putting your house 
on the line. Too much bad luck on the green 
felt in Vegas and the homestead could be¬ 
come the gambler’s property. Unlikely? It 
happens every day, as the newspapers used to 
say. 

If you are considering such a loan, don’t 
be blinded by the big numbers. Remember 
you have to pay back even bigger numbers. 
Check the institution out carefully, compare, 
shop, read the fine print, get professional ad¬ 
vice; you’re the customer, remember, not the 
lender.

Water, cool and at 
other temperatures, will 
be the subject of the 
second annual Western 
Builders Conference, a 
conference - within - the 
Pacific Coast Builders 
Conference (PCBC), June 
17-20, at Moscone Con¬ 
vention Center in San 
Francisco. 

The 29th annual PCBC 
is sponsored by the Cali¬ 
fornia Building Industry 
Association (CBIA). It is 
the oldest and largest re¬ 
gional building industry 
conference in the nation. 

“Water and the West¬ 
ern Builder” is the theme 
of the conference-within- 
a conference to be held on 
Friday, June 19, begin¬ 
ning at 9 a.m. in the con¬ 
vention center. Last year’s 
initial session, which fo¬ 
cused on the impacts of 
Wetlands policy decisions, 
drew a capacity attend¬ 
ance. 

While Bob Nolan and 


the Sons of the Pioneers 
sang of the search for cool 
water, conference pro¬ 
gram panelists and repre¬ 
sentatives of the National 
Association of Flome 
Builders (NAHB) west¬ 
ern-based affiliate associ¬ 
ations are scheduled to 
cover an overall view of 
water problems facing 
builders and developers 
in the West. 

According to program 
moderator Dale Stuard, 
Stuard Industries, El 
Toro; the panelists will 
discuss water supply, 
quality and the use of 
water availability as a 
growth control device. 
“The water issue is no 
different than the energy 
crisis the nation and the 
industry faced several 
years ago. You’re dealing 
with a finite resource.” 

NAHB First Vice Presi¬ 
dent Stuard says the pro¬ 
gram, which is being pre¬ 
sented in cooperation with 
Sunset Magazine, will 
delve into all issues in¬ 
volving water including 
national and local Wet¬

lands Policy that have 
impact on future develop¬ 
ment, both residential and 
commercial. 

Scheduled to serve on 
the “Water” panel are 
Tom Maddock, Boyle 
Engineering, Newport 
Beach; Richard B. Mor- 
rall. Sunset Magazine 
building editor, Menlo 
park; John Briscoe, 
Washburn & Kemp, San 
Francisco; Bernard 
Goode, Army Corps of 
Engineers, Washington, 
D.C.; Lindell Marsh, 
Urban Land Institute, 
Los Angeles; and Donald 
Warren, Redwood 
Shores, Inc., Redwood 
City. 

Warren, who was the 
1986 panel moderator, 
says the Wetlands issue 
remains of vital interest 
to builders and developers 
throughout the nation. 
According to Warren, a 
former PCBC president. 
Wetlands decisions ori- 
ginatty affected only 
major land developers, 
but now have “reached 
into the back pocket of 


individual homebuilders.” 

“Wetlands policy, 
which affects lands be¬ 
yond estuaries, river chan¬ 
nels, creeks and marshes, 
is a complicated issue in¬ 
volving a plethora of reg¬ 
ulating agencies and a 
maelstrom of rules,” 
Warren points out. 

Editor Morrall reports 
that he will give an over¬ 
view of the western water 
situation, its problem 
areas and possible long¬ 
term solutions to availa¬ 
bility Moderator Stuard 
adds that water will be¬ 
come a vitally important 
issue to western builders 
and future projects. 
“Water in the West can 
become the ultimate 
growth control method,” 
Stuard remarks. 

“But with the dawn 
I’ll wake and yawn and 
carry on to water. Cool, 
clear water.”

California’s resale 
housing market rebound¬ 
ed in March with an 
impressive 19.1 percent 
increase in sales activity, 
the California Association 
of REALTORS reported 
recently. Previously oc¬ 
cupied homes sold at a 
478,291 unit annualized 
rate in March, up from 
401,635 units in Febru¬ 
ary. Compared to last 
year, the March figure 
represented a 22.1 per¬ 
cent increase in sales 
volume. 

“March’s surge in the 
rate of resales reflected 
the continued drop in 
mortgage interest rates 
during the first quarter 
of the year,” said C.A.R. 
President Jack Paulson. 
“While we are concerned 
about the ultimate impact 
of recent upward move¬ 
ments in interest rates, 
in the near term resales 
will remain brisk as home- 
buyers react to fears of 
future increases.” 


According to the Fed¬ 
eral Home Loan Bank 
Board, the effective rate 
for previously-occupied 
homes in March regis¬ 
tered 9.33 percent com¬ 
pared to 9.5 percent in 
February for fixed rate 
mortgages. Adjustable 
rate mortgages carried an 
8.41 percent interest rate 
compared to 8.54 per¬ 
cent in February. 

California’s median 
price jumped to $131,799 
in March, up 5.2 percent 
from February’s 
$125,327, and 1.5 per¬ 
cent over March 1986’s 
$129,849. 

Heavy demand out¬ 
stripped supply in March 
as the state’s unsold in¬ 
ventory index plummeted 
to 7.6 months from Feb¬ 
ruary’s 11 months. The 
index indicates how long 
it would take for all 
currently listed homes to 
sell. 

The boost in median 
prices can also be part¬ 


ly attributed to a decline 
in the purchase of two- 
bedroom or smaller 
homes and a rise in the 
purchase of more expen¬ 
sive homes with three 
bedrooms in March. The 
shAre of two-bedroom or 
fewer homes dropped to 
19.6 percent of March’s 
sales, compared with 21.8 
percent in February. 
March’s three-bedroom 
home purchases jumped 
from February’s 50.9 per¬ 
cent to 52.0 percent. 
The share of four-bed¬ 
room or larger homes 
sold in March edged up 
to 28.4 percent of March’s 
total sales in comparison 
to 27.3 percent in Feb¬ 
ruary. 

Condominium resales 
skyrocketed in March, 
jumping 50 percent over 
February’s resale rate and 
30.1 percent over March 
1986. The median price 
of condos dropped 4.0 
percent in March to 
$118,497 from February’s 


$123,410, but registered 
5.3 percent above the 
$112,512 recorded by 
C.A.R. in March of last 
year. 

“With improved condo 
affordability and the low 
inventory of single-fam¬ 
ily homes, we are seeing 
an increased interest in 
condominiums as afford¬ 
able alternatives, particu¬ 
larly for first-time home- 
buyers,” added Paulson. 

The unsold inventory 
index for condos also 
registered a similar drop 
to single-family homes, 
falling from 22.4 months 
in February to 15.3 
months in March. 

In Los Angeles, resale 
activity in March was 
24.8 percent above Jan¬ 
uary and up 21.9 percent 
over March 1986. The 
area’s median price rose 
2.1 percent during March 
to $133,267, which was 
also 8.5 percent above 
last March’s median.
